University President Jane 
Close-Conoley will make the final 
decision on the University Student 
Union fee adjustment once she re- 
ceives the official copy of the Stu- 
dent Fee Advisory Committee's rec- 
ommendation. 

The Student Fee Advisory Com- 
mittee passed a motion Friday to 
recommend that Conoley uphold 
the student vote against the fee in- 
crease. 

“Over 34 percent of students vot- 
ing is a pretty clear message,’ Asso- 
ciated Student Inc. President Joseph 
Phillips said after the meeting. 

Phillips motioned that the SEAC 
recommend that Conoly dismiss 
a USU fee increase at this time, as 
voted by the students last week. ASI 
Vice President Nayiri Baghdassari- 
an seconded the motion. All voting 
members were in favor of the mo- 
tion, except for two members who 
voted to abstain. 

Baghdassarian and Phillips said 
that ASI does not intend to put a 
USU fee increase to vote for at least 
a year. 

“We as ASI don’t want to consid- 
er anything for another year; Bagh- 
dassarian said in regards to any 
USU fee increase. “But if [President 
Conoley] comes up with something 
better, we support that” 

Carmen Taylor, the SFAC chair 
and the Vice President of Student 
Services, said that the USU fee 
qualifies as a Category 2 fee under 
Executive order 1054 for the uni- 
versity. : 

“T think for the students the ini- 
tial decision will feel like they've 
been confirmed, Taylor said. “But 
we probably haven't given enough 
consideration to what it will mean 
to the union. 

Phillips said he intends to speak 
with ASI Executive Director Rich- 
ard Haller and USU director Dave 
Edwards about addressing concerns 
of the USU infrastructure. ASI Pub- 
lic Defender Dale Lendrum said 
during the meeting that he recom- 
mended no fee adjustment until all

Adnan, head security of Dogz 
Bar and Grill in Belmont Shore, 
looks for three red flags when 
checking IDs. First, he checks 
the ID with a black light and 
analyzes its patterns. Next, he 
calculates the date of birth and 
then compares the height of the 
person to the height on the card. 

“I confiscate fake IDs so peo- 
ple using them can't go any- 
where else, and that helps pre- 
vent drunk driving and doing 
harm to themselves and others,” 
Adnan said. “We're the Tom and 
they’re the Jerry.” 

If the card falls short of pass- 
ing his test, Adnan either keeps 
it for records or burns it without 
hesitation to call the police and 
contact the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control. 

Although the IDs are fake,

Adnan said that the problem 
is real and it’s growing. When 
asked if he has seen more fake 
IDs this academic year than the 
last, Adnan replied with, “Yes, 
definitely more.” 

In the past two years, Ad- 
nan has acquired a collection 
of over 200-fake ID cards by 
confiscating them from aspir- 
ing bar hoppers under the age 
of 21. 

“With every problem that 
is found with a fake ID one 
year, it will be fixed the next 
because fake IDs have become 
such a booming business,” Ad- 
nan said. Carousers either use 
fraudulent IDs or passed-down 
IDs to get into bars such as 
Dogz. 

Frank Farfan, Commander of 
Detectives for the Long Beach 
Police Department, said fake 
IDs are trending more every 
year because they are becoming 
easier to make. ¥ 

“Because of technology, the 
opportunity to make fake IDs is 
easier than ever before,” Farfan 
said. “With the use of comput- 
ers and good laminators, people 
have made them look so real 
that it’s become difficult for even 
experts to detect if they're fake.” 

Not only are more people 
using fake IDs, but more peo- 
ple are also producing fake IDs. 
Greg McMullen, Detective and 
Terrorism Liaison Officer of

JP: Over 34 percent of students 
voting is a pretty clear message. 


DL: I was opposed to making any 
adjustments at this point until we 
could sit down with the students 
in an open forum so that the stu- 
dents can discuss the issue as well. 


CT: It is a standard process 
through the CSU Chancellor’s Of- 
fice. The request of the committee 
role is very specific in the way we 
should process recommendations 
for fee increases..: None of it is 
based off my position as a leader. 


What do you think this decision 
will mean to the students? 


JP: It’s what [the students] 
wanted, that was pretty obvious. 


CT: I think they will appreciate it. 
After all, all we essentially did was 
forward their voice. 


What will this decision mean for 
the University Student Union? 


JP: I think [AST] needs to talk 
with the ASI Executive Director 
and the USU Director.

DL: I think we really need to 
re-examine everything... Just 
because the referendum didn’t 
pass, doesn’t mean it doesn’t 
need to do the repairs... We need 
to take a look at the operating 
budget for ASI and see if that can 
be tightened up in any way. We 
need to examine some creative 
fundraising to handle this on our 
own without putting out another 
referendum. 


CT: There are repairs needed for 
the facility... and those issues 
were not addressed at this time. 


Are most Student Fee Advisory 
Committee meetings short like 
this one? 


CT: Yes, those meeting are very 
concise and efficient. But we have 
not had many fee discussion be- 
cause there have not been recom- 
mendations for fee increases put 
on the table this year... besides 
this one. 


When will President Conoley 
receive the committee recom- 
mendation? 


CT: In a couple days. I have a 
draft on my desk. I am going to 
take some time to finalize it and 
she will have it after that.

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Speaker discusses the aged and impoverished 


The CSULB chapter of 
Phi Beta Kappa will 
host a visiting scholar 
to discuss poverty 
and old age.

Poverty rates amongst the elderly in 
the United States are at an all time low, 
according to the Pew Research Center. 

Professor and chair of the Depart- 
ment of Economics, Kathleen McGar- 
ry will give a lecture on Tuesday about 
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poverty amongst the elderly at Califor- 
nia State University, Long Beach. 

The Rho Chapter of Phi Beta Kappa, 
an honor society at CSULB, will host 
the speech. Steve Yamarik, profes- 
sor of economics and the president of 
the Rho Chapter, said that the chapter 
chose the topic of discussion. 

“The question is can we learn any- 
thing about why there was such a 
decrease in poverty,” Yamarik said. 
“From those lessons can we apply them 
to other groups.” 

Yamarik said McGarry’s lecture 
might remind the audience that, not 
too long ago, the elderly was actually 
the poorest of the age groups. 

The lecture intends to focus on spe-

March 08--MAXWELL AIR FORCE 
BASE -- Cheers erupted from soldiers 
waiting Saturday to shake President 
Barack Obama’s hand as the first family 
descended from-Air Force One. 

As President Obama made his way 
down the receiving line, phone cameras 
flashed in every direction, but it was an 
infant in the arms of his soldier father 
who caught the president's attention.

Air Force 
One was scheduled to arrive at Maxwell 
Air Force Base at 11:40 a.m. but was de- 
layed about 50 minutes because of secu- 
rity concerns in Washington, D.C. A fire 
near the White House and an alert from 
a K-9 regarding a vehicle a few blocks 
away caused the Secret Service to lock 
down the White House. 

Lawrence County native Nakia Mc- 
Daniel, who now lives in Montgomery, 
was one of thousands waiting in Selma 
to hear the president speak Saturday. 

“This is my opportunity to be a part of 
history,’ the 24-year-old said. “To be able 
to witness and be a part of the 50th anni- 
versary of something that I heard about 
so much as child is an honor”

Decatur residént Betty Scruggs; 76, 
didn't hear the president speak Satur- 
day, but she planned to participate in 
today’s march across the Edmund Pettus 
Bridge. Scruggs and about 100 others 
were to travel to Selma early this morn- 
ing on buses sponsored by the Prince 
Hall Masons of District 17, of northeast 
Alabama. 

“I know it’s going to bring back a lot 
of memories,’ Scruggs said. “I remember 
when everything was separate. I didn't 
understand it as a child, but as I got old- 
er, it just became a way of life” 

During the start-up of Community 
Action Partnership of North Alabama, 
Sargent Shriver -- who served in the 
Lyndon Johnson and John F. Kennedy 
administrations and was Kennedy's 
brother-in-law -- traveled to Decatur 
to teach the organization how to write 
grants to get funding for programs.

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cific programs like Medicaid, Medi- 
care and others that help decrease 
elderly poverty rates, according to a 
press release from Thursday. 

The lecture, titled “50 Years of the 
War on Poverty: What it meant for the 
Elderly,” will also discuss the begin- 
ning of President Lyndon B. Johnson’s 
proposed war on poverty. Poverty rates 
were at 35 percent when Johnson made 
his announcement in 1964. Since then, 
the elderly poverty rates have fallen to 
10 percent, according to the Pew Re- 
search Center. 

Yamarik said each year the nation- 
al Rho chapter elects 10 to 12 visit- 
ing scholars, and they go to different 
universities to discuss their topics in 


lectures and also talk about graduate 
school. McGarry will be at CSULB 
from March 9-11 as a visiting scholar 
of Phi Beta Kappa. 

McGarry will be sitting in on lec- 
tures in the economics, political sci- 
ence and gerontology departments 
and will work with CSULB professors 
to coordinate topics to be discussed in 
their classes. McGarry’s area of focus 
is end-of-life expenses and differences 
in pay due to each individual’s disabil- 
ity status. 

According to the United States Cen- 
sus Bureau, in 2013 the overall poverty 
rate dropped for the first time since 
2006. The official poverty rate was over 
14 percent, down half a percent from

Bill protects 
privacy for 
mobile device 
users

Later this spring, California Senate 
Committees will discuss policy prac- 
ticality of recently introduced Senate 
Bill 576. 

The bill would require mobile ap- 
plication companies to provide cus- 
tomers with a clear notice about how

- data would be used when gathered at 
initial app instillation. 

Senate Bill 576, authored by Sen. 
Mark Leno, would require that app us- 
ers give clear consent that their geolo- 
cation data can be collected and shared 
with third parties. 

“Part of the genius of today’s mo- 
bile apps is their ability to pinpoint a 
person’s precise location,” Leno said 
in a press release last week. “But that 
information shouldn't be gathered or 
shared without the user’s knowledge 
and permission.” 

There are companies that have a ge- 
olocation privacy disclosures but this 
information can be difficult to find and 
may differ depending on the device 
that is being used by the consumer. 


This legislation would ensure that 
the consumer would know that their 


data is being collected and used in 
order for them to make decisions con- 
cerning their privacy, Leno said. 

The use of smartphones and tablets 
has grown significantly among adults, 
but it is becoming more common for 
children to use mobile devices. 

According to a study by Common 
Sense Media, the number of children 
who have access to smartphones and 
tablets doubled between 2011 and 
2013. 

The Federal Trade Commission re- 
ported in 2012 that data, including 
geolocation and phone numbers, col- 
lected from children’s applications was 
being shared to third parties without 
parental consent.

“Unfortunately, procurement and dis- 
tribution of fictitious identification docu- 
ments or government-issued identification 
cards are readily available for purchase on 
underground or black market websites,” 
McMullen said. 


It’s not difficult for people to get ahold ° 
- of fake IDs nowadays, and according to 


Mark Reese, an Alcoholic Beverage Con- 
trol agent, people buy them without know- 
ing where they’re getting them. 

“More kids are buying a couple of fake 
IDs that are horrible quality for about $200 
from websites that, a lot of the time, rip 
them off or are not safe to provide person- 
al information to,” Reese said. 

“T think when you’re surround- 
ed by older people, you want to 
be able to do all of the things that 
they’re doing,” said Emily Rosario, 

a sophomore majoring in business 
management at California State 
University, Long Beach. “The temptations 
to drink and get a fake ID continue to in- 
crease every time your older friends want 
to go out.” . 

McMullen noted that there are many 
uses for fake IDs extending beyond a late- 
night of debauchery. 

“False identification cards are being 
produced and used for a myriad of activi- 
ties,” McMullen said. “[This includes] im- 
migration, financial crimes, identity theft, 
minors who attempt to gain admittance 
to adult venues, employment purposes, 
loans, rental property and much more.” 

Long Beach Identity Theft Detective 
Andre Sanchez said immigration tops the 
list of issues he’s dealt with firsthand. 

“Fake IDs are related to illegal immi- 
gration, where immigrants get some legiti- 
mate information of someone and become 
that person,” Detective Sanchez said. “I 
know an immigrant who took the identity 
of someone for 20 years. It becomes an 
identity crisis.” 

In order to prevent people from using 
fake IDs, Adnan said restaurants and bars 
associated with the Belmont Shore Busi-

ness Association, including Dogz Bar and 
Grill, have a monthly meeting to discuss 
and debunk new patterns they encounter 
with fake IDs. 

If caught with a fake ID, the penalty 
can result in a minimum $250 fine and/ 
or community service hours, and a maxi- 
mum $1,000 fine and/or six months in 
county jail and a one-year suspension of 
a person’s driver’s license depending on 
previous charges, according to Reese.

ty-seven year old mother, explained as her 
two kids dawning mohawks cheered in the 
background. 

“These guys have built simple motors 
with batteries, and magnets,” she said, cit- 
ing their father’s electrical work at the Los 
Angeles Department of Water and Power has 
inspired their hobbies.

According to PBS, Astley left the 
war and transferred his riding skills to a Lon- 
don school that taught horsemanship by day 
and became his platform for his off-hand tal- 
ents by night. e 

Late 1800s birthed the famous escap- 
ist Harry Houdini from the Welsh Brothers 
Circus in Lancaster, Pennsylvania as well 
as the Ringling Bros. and Barnum & Bai- 
ley company, still bringing traditional acts 
like clowns, strongmen, trapezes and awe- 
inspiring animals to their audience at “The 
Greatest Show on Earth.” 

Cirque Mechanics stays true to this circus 
tradition but a gives its a little twist for all of 
its acts. 

After the success of previous collab- 
orative projects, German Wheel artist Chris 
Lashau founded Cirque Mechanics in 2004, 
according to their website. Described as 
a “rowdy show where the mischief is on

Balancing your schedule between 
classes, studying, friends, work and 
maybe even sleep, you may not give 
much thought to what your next meal 
will be. But before you grab that cheese- 
burger or pepperoni pizza, remember: 
what you put into your body today can 
set the stage for the rest of your life. 

With March being National Nutri- 
tion Month, now is a good time to fo- 
cus on making informed food choices. 

Recently, the nation’s top health 
and nutrition experts made recom- 
mendations for the country’s upcom-

ing 2015 dietary guidelines, according 
to the government website for the Of- 
fice of Disease Prevention and Health 
Promotion. 

That advisory committee’s recom- 
mendations highlighted our country’s 
“suboptimal” dietary patterns. 

Our eating behaviors have contrib- 
uted to more than two-thirds of adults 
and one-third of children becoming 
overweight or obese. 

Diet recommendations can be mis- 
represented to the public thanks to the 
work of certain food interest groups 


that are more focused on selling their 
product than furthering public health. 
We've been told to follow low-fat diets, 
high-protein diets and everything in 
between. 

Despite the flood of products 
catering to these types of diets in the 
grocery store aisles and restaurants, 
research indicates more Americans are 
becoming overweight or obese and get- 
ting sicker each year. 

However, the 2015 Dietary Guide- 
lines Advisory Committee made 
strong, clear recommendations that 
show the least amount of political 
influence than we’ve seen in decades. 

Their advice? Adopt a plant-strong 
diet, meaning more fruits and veggies 
and fewer animal products. 

We need to put the emphasis back 
on whole, minimally processed foods, 
the best type of fuel to look and feel 
great now, while protecting you for 
years to come. You can start making 
small, impactful changes right now. 

While the Academy of Nutrition 
and Dietetics encourages us to “bite 
into a healthy lifestyle,” the first bite 
could be to join the global Meatless 
Monday movement. 

Choosing to take a weekly holiday 
from meat is an easy way to enjoy more 
plant-strong meals. 

You have the opportunity to try 
meatless meals all over campus when 
participating in Meatless Monday. 

At California State University, Long 
Beach, the dining halls offer a vegetar- 
ian food bar, and many of the 49er 
Shops have meatless options, like 
vegan burritos. : 

Some other colleges are dedicating 
entire dining halls to meatless meals. 
The University of North Texas, for 
example, was first in the nation to offer 
an entirely meat-free dining hall with 
the majority of diners not vegetarian 
or vegan, but simply wanting delicious, 
satisfying, healthier meals. 

Choosing meatless meals is easy on 


our time and wallets. 

At home, these meals can be pre- 
pared using a microwave, can opener, 
blender and stove or hot plate. Fill up 
on protein-rich foods like a zesty bean 
and rice bowl, Mediterranean flatbread 
with hummus and olives, potato and 
chickpea curry, white bean chili or 
vegetable lo mein. 

The benefits of a plant-strong diet 
reach even beyond our own personal 
health. The Dietary Guidelines Advi- 
sory Committee reported that a diet 
higher in animal-based foods leads to

increased greenhouse gas emissions, 
land use, water use and energy use. 
Choosing more meatless meals helps 
protect the environment as well as 
your own health. 

Reducing meat consumption 


also reduces the number of animals" 


exposed to inhumane factory farm 
practices. This is why the Humane 
Society of the U.S. embraces the three 
R’s of eating: “reducing” or “replacing” 
consumption of animal products and 
“refining” our diets by choosing prod- 
ucts from sources that adhere to higher 


animal welfare standards. 

Improving our health - and the 
health of the planet — can be an over- 
whelming task. But in this case, we 
have the potential to make a significant 
difference one bite at a time.

Unwersities should honor student confidentiality

When a student goes to a univer- 
sity’s health center to discuss private 
information, it should be kept confi- 
dential. 

Last week, the University of Oregon 
reportedly released a student’s medical 
records to its lawyers. The student had 
sued the university for allowing three 
basketball players to finish the season 
after sexually assaulting the plaintiff, 
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according to The Chronicle of Higher 
Education last week. 

These records included counseling 
that the student underwent after she 
reported the sexual assault, and the 
university intended to use them against 
her in the ensuing litigation. 

UO cited the Family Education 
Rights and Privacy Act to defend the 
student therapy record disclosure. 
According to UO, an exception in 
FERPA allows the school to release the 
information should the student sue the 
institution. 

The 1974 law is actually mean to 
protect student records from being 
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released, according to the U.S. Depart- 


ment of Education. 
Linda Pefia, a campus sexual assault

advocate, said that CSULB is definitely 
more student-centered, and that the 
students are of the utmost importance. 
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“Students are safe,” Pefia said. She 
said the CSU system would never want 
this to happen. 

Mary Ann Takemoto, Director of 
Student Health Services, said she found 
the UO decision to release the student’s 
records unethical. 

“There’s been some confusion 
on what is kept private,” Takemoto 
said. She said she believes that the 
students at CSULB should feel like 
their information is being kept con- 
fidential. 

When something like this happens 
at a university, students begin to ques- 
tion whether their own school can be 
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trusted. 

Student health centers provide 
students with an affordable and conve- 
nient way of seeking help. 

The student at UO was looking for 
help after her traumatic experience, 
and rather than finding a helpful ear 
she could trust, she found a public 
loudspeaker. 

Universities should not be allowed 
to release student medical records 
under any circumstances.

A dominant 68-59 win over Cal State 
Northridge capped off an emotional day 
for Mike Caffey, David Samuels and the 
three other graduating seniors Thursday 
night inside the Walter Pyramid. 

Head coach Dan Monson, Samuels, 
Caffey, Lamb, guard McKay LaSalle and 
forward Eric McKnight each addressed 
the crowd in a postgame ceremony, thank- 
ing the fans and their families. 

“Everybody take a minute and think 
about something that makes you really 
happy,” LaSalle said. “For me, that’s com- 


ing out here and listening to you guys 
cheer for us, for me, for the coaching staff. 
That’s what makes me really happy.” 

Samuels fought back tears as he thanked 
his parents and his brother, Kenneth, who 
accompanied him to half court. 

In addition to his 19 points and 12 
boards, his defensive intensity in the sec- 
ond half powered the 49ers (16-16, 10-6) 
past a struggling squad of Matadors (9-23, 
4-12). 

“[Samuels] didn’t have a great game,” 
Monson said. “He had a great second half. 
We really challenged him at halftime.” 

In a defensive sequence in the second 
half, the 49er big man blocked three con- 
secutive CSUN shot attempts. He recorded 
his sixth double-double of the season. 

“We're still going to work on our re- 
bounding and assists and just playing 
hard,” Samuels said. “But this is a good 
step in a good direction.” 

Caffey finished his final home game 
with 10 points on four of eight shooting.

He also grabbed four rebounds and dished 
out eight assists. He said it hasn't really hit 
him yet that he will never play again inside 
the Pyramid, and he’s just looking forward 
to Saturday’s game at UC Riverside. 

“{The win] was a big confidence 
[boost],” Caffey said. “We had the streak of 
five losses. After that, it feels good to get a 
win and play our best ball going into the 
[Big West Tournament].” 

LBSU struggled on offense for much of 
the first half, shooting just 38 percent from 
the floor. The Matadors routinely attacked 
the rim, getting to the free throw line 13 
times compared to LBSU’s two. 

“We fell in love with the three instead 
of the rim,” Monson said. “We reversed 
that in the second half and got the ball to 
the rim. Offensively, I thought we took an- 
other step forward again at the right time 
of the year. We have more guys in a flow 
right now than we had in a while.”

In their final regular season game at 
Long Beach State, Hallie Meneses, Lau- 
ren Spargo and Alex Sanchez put their 
stamp on Senior Night with a 76-66 win 
over UC Riverside Saturday inside the 
Walter Pyramid. 

“When it’s your senior night, you re- 
ally walk down memory lane,” Meneses 
said. “[You think about] when you got 
recruited, conditioning days and the 
moment you go to war with your team- 
mates.” 

Spargo became the 23rd member of 
the 49ers’ (22-8, 9-7) 1,000-point scoring 
club in a 77-61 loss at CSUN on March 
5. She joined Sanchez, who reached the 
milestone in a 72-64 loss at Hawaii on 
Jan. 29. f 

The Matadors (21-9, 11-5) kept Spargo 
in check for most of the game, limiting 
her to just four of 13 shooting, including 
one of six from three-point range. 

CSUN head coach Jason Flowers told 


the Northridge student publication, the 
Sundial, that slowing down Spargo was a 
top priority. 

“Our game plan is always the same in 


taking away what individual players do 


best,” Flowers said. “In order to do that it 
takes all five people on the defensive end.” 

Meneses reached double. figures in 
scoring for the sixth straight game in the 
win over Riverside. She scored a team- 
high 20 points while dishing out six as- 
sists and securing seven rebounds. 

She said she elevated her focus and de- 
termination when the team went through 
a rough stretch in February. 

“T wanted it bad, and I still do,” Men- 
eses said. “There’s no doubt that we're 
fin] this. There’s still a little bit of hope [to 
reach the NCAA Tournament] and I’m 
going to try to take advantage of it.” 

Head Coach Jody Wynn said Men- 
eses’ effort the last six games showed the 
team captain’s willpower. The 49ers will 
need some of the young players to keep 
up their level of play when they take on 
either UC Davis or Riverside Wednesday 
night in the first round of the Big West 
Tournament. 

“She’s on a mission,” Wynn said. “She's 
one of those kids that practices when no 
one is in the gym. It’s nice to see her play- 
ing with the confidence she’s playing 
with. When she wants the ball, she wants 
the ball down the stretch.” 

The 49ers’ defense and scoring off 


the bench helped them jump out to an 
early lead. Wynn said LBSU’s alertness 
throughout the game led to their all- 
around impressive performance. 

“I think we had unbelievable focus for 
a full 40 minutes,” Wynn said. “We gave 
up the quick shot for a better shot, and 
it’s the first time all year that we've done 
that.” 

LBSU got a much-needed boost from 
freshman guard Cece Wilson and sopho- 
more forward Madison Montgomery. 
Wilson guarded Brittany Crain, the Big 
West leading scorer at 22.9 points per 
game, limiting her to just eight points. 

“CeCe did a great job of trying to limit 
the touches of Brittany Crain,” Wynn 
said. “[Crain] such a great player and pro- 
lific scorer. It was a tall task and [Wilson] 
stepped up to the challenge.” 

Montgomery provided the 49ers 
a post-presence they had been miss- 
ing since junior center Devin Hudson 
went down with an injury. Montgomery 
scored 15 points on six of seven shooting 
and grabbed 11 rebounds. 

“She came to play tonight,” Wynn 
said. “She did a fantastic job for us in the 
paint. Even when she didn’t get the ball, 
she sealed hard and occupied her defend- 
ers.” 

Wynn: said Montgomery’s perfor- 
mance affected the Highlanders’ defen- 
sive approach. 

“[Montgomery] either was open be- 


the only person allowed to shoot jump 
shots was LaSalle. 

“We just went to the rim and quit set- 
tling,” Monson said. “It’s hard because you 
don’t want guys to lose confidence in their 
jump shot. It wasn’t that they weren’t good 
shots early in the game, but we could get 
great shots near the rim.”

Sophomore forward 
Travis Hammonds had a game-high 13 
points to lead the LBSU past UCR.
